These same ves- 
sels represented algo more than half 
the value of all vessels over lve tons 
launched, the contraet value of the 
government ships helng $59,514,000. 
Despite {ts own facilities for building 
und repylring warships, only one gov 
ernment yard has been used tn recent 
years for turning out a madern up-te- 
date battle ship. 

All told. the government owns fif- 
teen dry docks where vessels of the 
favy undergo mast ef thelr repairs.
